T rans World Airlines plane —

that killed 92 people. 


The N ational T ransportation 
Safety B oard opens a public 
hearing today on the w orst U.S. 
air d isa ste r of 1974. The board 
holds hearin g s after every fatal 
accident, 
but

predict this one will be a ra re 
display of charges and cou n ter­ 
ch arg es 
that 
m ay 
go 
well 
beyond the facts of the crash 
itself to expose basic flaws in 


the system

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High Court Upholds Conviction 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana Suprem e Court 
Monday denied efforts of a m an serving a life term for 
m urder who sought a new trial on the grounds he w as 
frightened by the electric chair at Indiana State Prison. 
Donald Childs, Anderson, had been indicted by the 
Madison County grand jury on a first degree m urder 
charge for the 1968 death of Alvin Robinson. The case 
was switched to Henry County. A Henry County circuit 
court jury deadlocked in 1969 and a new trial was 
ordered. In the m eantim e Childs was transferred to the 
state prison at Michigan City for safekeeping. 
Then when he was brought back to Henry County for 
his second trial he entered a plea of guilty to second 
degree m urder. He later filed a petition for post­ 
conviction relief, alleging he was “coerced” into the plea 
by threats m ade by guards at the state prison and by 
being 
shown 
the 
electric 
chair, 
located 
at 
that 
institution. 
The denial of post-conviction relief by Henry Circuit 
Court was upheld Monday by the Suprem e Court in an 
opinion stating that “at a postconviction hearing, the 
trial court is the sole judge of the evidence and the 
credibility of the w itn esser...T h e petitioner is asking 
this court to usurp this function...We decline to do this.” 
At the post-conviction relief hearing, 
the guards 
named by Childs as having threatened him and showed 
him the electric chair denied that such an incident ever 
took place. 
One of the guards testified his only contact with Childs 
was a disturbance in which he, the guards captain, was 
injured by Childs who threw a m etal m irror at him. 
Childs offered as a witness at this hearing a form er 
er inm ate who testified he heard the conversation about 


IRA Resumes Full Scale Terrorism

LONDON (U PI) — The Irish Republican Army has 
resum ed full-scale violence, threatening peace talks 
aimed at halting m ore than five years of religious 
w arfare in N orthern Ireland. 
The IRA launched attacks against m ajor cities in 
Britain and N orthern Ireland Monday in a 12-hour bomb 
and bullet blitz that injured at least 24 persons. 
IRA sym pathizers in Belfast said the raids m ay mark 
a lastm inute show of strength before the outlawed 
Roman Catholic group agrees to resum e the collapsed 
year-end truce. 
But IRA sources iii Dublin said the truce talks have 
been threatened by the fate of three hunger-striking 
prisoners in N orthern Ireland’s Portlaoise Jail. 
In Britain, the IRA set off five bombs in London and 
one 
in 
M anchester, 
an 
industrial 
city 
200 
miles 
northwest of the capital. 


W. Hemisphere Talks Called Oft

Cambodians Flee To South Vietnam

including hundreds of governm ent soldiers, have fled the 
fierce rebel offensive along the Mekong R iver and taken 
refuge in South Vietnam. 
Military sources said more than 5,800 w ar refugees 
arrived Monday at the frontier village of Tan An. The 
refugees included 492 government troops led by a m ajor. 
The village is 2 4 miles southwest of the Mekong 
River port of Tan Chau, the last stop in South Vietnam 


for Cambodian supply ships steam ing up the em battled 
waterway toward Phnom Penh. 
An earlier wave of Cambodian refugees crossed the 
border when fighting broke out in 1971 between troops of 
President Lon Nol and insurgents loyal to deposed 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk

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■ One of the priorities for this ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly is the 
determined action — at least in 
general terms — of what part the 
state will play in transportation. 
It s a decision that can’t be de­ 
layed. 
The primary thrust of state trans­ 
portation endeavors has been the 
construction and maintenance of 
highways. That will continue to be 
an important governmental func­ 
tion, especially the maintenance of 
our highway network. 
But problems associated with 


urban transportation, barely-sur­ 
viving public transit corporations, 
ailing railroads, energy shortages, 
capital development problems, re­ 
cent federal legislation and a host 
of other considerations provide 
compelling testimony to the need 
for a cohesive state transportation 
policy. 
Some people have suggested 


that we should create a state de­ 
partment of transportation and let 
its p e o p le w o rry about the 
problems. I think that’s premature. 
There are some rather fundamental 
policy considerations involved and 
we should think out what we want 
to do before we create an appara­ 
tus to do it. 
In the past, there wasn’t wide­ 
spread sentiment in the General 
Assembly to broaden the state's 


role in transportation beyond 
highways and river ports. 
That attitude should be reas­ 
sessed in light of the problems we 
face. In my opinion, we have no 
choice but to broaden the state’s 
involvem ent in transportation 
issues. 
lf we achieve agreement on that 


basic point, certain others need ex­ 
amining. 
— What are logical and proper 


sources of money for transpor­ 
tation improvements and opera­ 
tions? 
— What are the roles of local 


government, regional agencies and 
state government in the money- 
raising, money-spending, planning 
and operations of our transpor­ 
tation system? 
— What limits should be placed 


upon governmental involvement in 
transportation improvements and 
operations? 
Once we get a feel for the 


answers to these questions, we can 
rather easily determine the type of 
management structure needed to 
implement the policy. 
We face some early decision­ 
making deadlines in dealing with 
urban mass transit and railroad 
problems. That is why we must 
answer these fundamental policy 
questions within the next few 
weeks.

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Follow Directions For Safe Slow Cookery 


W EST LA FA Y ET T E , Ind. — 
Whether 
it ’s 
part 
of 
the 
nostalgia kick, the energy 
crunch, or busy schedules, the 
slow 
cooker 
has 
arrived. 
Millions of families are enjoying 
the old 
fashioned 
flavor of 
slowly cooked stews, roasts, and 
coups— and for only a few cents 
a day. 
With the help of a slow cooker, 
you can leave the house all day 
and 
still 
come home 
to a 
delicious dinner. At least, that’s 
what can happen if you follow 
the directions for using and 
caring for your slow cooker, 
says Ella Jo Mood. 
Mrs 
Mood, 
an 
Extension 
equipment specialist at Purdue 
University, 
says 
following 
directions is 
the whole key 
behind successful and safe slow 
cookery. 
"Fo r one thing,” she says, 
"following directions will insure 
that the food you cook will be 
safe to eat The slow cooker is 
hot enough 
to keep food safe 
when directions are followed.” 
The instructions will tell you 
the proper temperature setting 
to use for a particular recipe, 
Mrs Mood continues If you use 
the proper setting, the insulated 
construction of the cooker will 
retain the right amount of heat 
for the food you’re cooking. 
But don’t think that the in­ 
structions for one slow cooker 
apply for all others. Instructions 
vary from cooker to cooker. 
“ The lowest setting on one 
cooker 
may 
be 
a 
different 
temperature than the lowest 


that may be present. 
If you nave doubts that your 
cooker is reaching these tem 
peratures, Mrs. Mood suggests 
that you test 
the finished 
temperature of the food with a 
meat thermometer. The tem­ 
perature ahould Be as high as 
the instruction manual indicates 
is best. 
"Don’t try to use your slow 
cooker for jobs it was not in­ 
tended to do,” Mrs. Mood ad­ 
vises. "Fo r example, if the 
instructions say 
not 
to use 
frozen meat, don’t. The tem­ 
perature of the 
frozen food 
might 
break 
the 
ceram ic 
cooker. Or, it might take too 
long to thaw the food, allowing it 
to set in the danger zone long 
enough for bacteria to multiply 
rapidly.” 
Many recipes specify that you 
start cooking on the high setting 
and then reduce the cooking 
temperature, Mrs. Mood says. 
This is to get the food up to a 
safe temperature in a hurry. 
What if you want to use a 
recipe not designed for use in 
your particular cooker? The 
specialist recommends that you 
find a similar recipe in the cook­ 
book 
that 
came 
with 
your 
cooker. 
Then adapt 
the 
in­ 
structions for the ercipe you 
want to try out. 
If your 
attempts 
at 
slow 
cookery aren’t meeting ex­ 
pectations, Mrs. Mood suggests 
that 
you 
use 
the 
following 
checklist 
before 
leaving 
the 
cooker: 
Is the temperature set at the 
setting on another,” Mrs. Mood 
correct setting? If the directions 
points out. "One cooker may 
have a low setting suitable for 
warming buns. Another’s slow 
setting might be suitable for a 
casserole ” 
For general food safety, a 
meat product should not remain 
between 40 and 140 degrees. F 
for more than two hours. The 
temperature 
of 
the 
finished 
product should be above 165 
degrees F to kill the bacteria 
mm/m 


say to lower the temperature 
after an hour or so, be sure to do 
so. Otherwise, you’ll come home 
to an overcooked dinner. 
Is the pot setting on a suitable 
surface with out touching ob­ 
jects around it? 
Were indgedients added in the 
correct order? 
Is the pot plugged in? 
Is the meat thawed com­ 
pletely ?.

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LAWS AND MORE LAWS 
Unusual indeed is the citizen who does not feel 
sm othered these days by the alm ost countless laws under 
which he m ust exist—federal laws and state laws, to say 
nothing of the city and county ordinances and the vast 
num ber of rules and regulations issued by various 
agencies of governm ent. 


It is no wonder that the average person frequently 
experiences utter frustration m erely in the course of 
earning a living and rem aining within legal fences 
erected around him. 


During the final session of the 93rd Congress, as 
pointed out the other day by N ewspaper Enterprise 
A ssociation colu m n ist Tom T iede, P e n n sy lv a n ia ’s 
Senator Hugh Scott had som e advice for the now-covened 
94th Congress. 


Sen. Scott said he was disturbed by the national 
legislature’s knack of “over legislating.’’ He added that in 
the 93rd alone “we have created so m any new crim es and 
established so many new penalties it would be impossible 
to adequately enforce them all.” 


Citizens in the visitors’ seats, according to Tiede, 
“ looked around in vain for a second to Scott’s motion” to 
sharply reduce the number of bills introduced and to get 
rid of a lot of others now on the books. 


M em bers of the last Congress introduced the amazing 
total of 26,221 bills, 2,091 of which w ere passed. 


In the past half-dozen years in our own Indiana 
Legislature, a total of 7, 408 bills were introduced, of 
which 2,027 becam e law. 


The nation’s laws have become so num erous and 
varied they’ve weakened the ability of citizens to keep 
them. 


At the national level, Sen. Scott suggested repealing a 
law for every new law passed. He no doubt knew when he 
said it that such would be next to impossible. But the 
suggestion does point up the size of the problem which 
grows m ore complex as tim e goes on. 


It would help, of course, if some sort of lim it were to 
be placed by Congress and the sep arate state legislatures 
on the num ber of bills introduced in any particular 
session. Perhaps th at’s som ew hat like asking for heaven 
on earth, but at least it’s som ething within the realm of 
the possible.

been assigned to a com m ittee 
headed by Senator Joan Gub- 
bins, an opponent of ratification. 
One usually well informed 
lobbysit told me there were 60 
House votes for ratification, 
over the m ajority required to 
move the bill into the Senate, 
where it could be assigned to a 
different committee. However, 
he predicted there were still 29 
Senate 
votes 
opposing 
ratification, m ore than the 25 
required to block a m ajority 
vote. He has simplified the 
count, which is not predictable. 
M eanw hile, the O klahom a 
legislature refused to ratify the 
am endm ent, which cannot be 
reconsidered in the state in the 
1975 or 1976 session under the 
rules. Five states are needed for 
approval by the required three- 
fourth to m ake it the 27th 
am endm ent to our Constitution. 
Much m isinform ation has 
been used in argum ents as the 
controversy becam e emotional.

proposal is simple, the effects 
are far reaching. The first part 
of the 
am endm ent 
sta te s: 
“Equality or rights und**r the 
law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or 
by any state on account of sex.” 
S u p p o rters would have you 
believe this w as the only 
question. 
However, there is a second 
part. It states: “The Congress 
shall have power to enforce, by 
a p p ro p ria te legislation, the 
provisions of this article.” The 
sam e wording is contained in 
seven of the 16 am endm ents 
approved since the original Bill 
of Rights. 
R em em bering 
the 
tenth 
am endm ent, part of the Bill of 
Rights, states: “The powers not 
delegated to the United States

the 
con stitu tio n , 
nor 
prohibited by it to the states, are 
reserved to the states respec­ 
tively, or to the people,” we find 
the 
proposal 
further 
erodes 
power to Washington. Congress 
would 
have 
exclusive 
juris­ 
diction in this wide area of law, 
now reserved to the states and 
to the people. It comes at a time 
we are concerned about the 
growth of Federal bureaucracy. 
F am ily 
law 
would 
be 
federalized, 
as would wage, 
hour and labor laws, abortion 
statutes and other areas where 
sex has been a consideration. 
Opponents claim ratification 
would m ake a “unisex” with 
mixed toilet facilities. 
“Separate but equal” toilets 
are a 
m a tte r 
of personal 
preference and not of law. 
Courts have recognized a “right 
to personal 
p riv a c y ,” 
not 
clearly spelled out but inferred 
in the constitution, which would 
be retained. 
Congress would draft women, 
is a common claim against the 
ratification. The right presently 
exists, as well as the ability to 
exercise a preference not to 
have women in the front lines. 
ERA would elim inate the ability 
to m ake such choices. 
Inequalities exist based 
on 
sex, but they are illegal under 
existing laws. Another layer of 
legal prohibition will not in­ 
crease enforcem ent.

The fifth and fourteenth 
am endm ents to the constitution 
gave equal rights to all citizens, 
regardless of color, race or even 
sex.

stitutional am endm ents. 
Equal pay for equal work is 
covered in Civil Rights laws, 
and denial of credit based on sex 
or race is being legislated.

ERA should

supported by men. For years we

given 
p referen tial 
treatm ent to women under the 
law. Ratification would do more 
to “free m ales” than to liberate 
fem ales, since it would be im ­ 
possible to legislate any dif­ 
ferent treatm ent based upon 
sex. 
Maybe I am old fashioned, but 
I still believe in preferential 
treatm ent for women in some 
areas, by choice if not by law. 


Middle-0f-Road Demos Make 
Strong Show In Thailand

- 
The 
middle-of-the-road 
Democrats 
m ade a strong showing today in 
Thailand’s first free election 
since 1948, but none of the 42 
parties in the parliam entary 
race seemed likely to gain 
m ajority. 
Two 
politicians 
associated 
with the ousted m ilitary regime 
that was toppled two years ago 
after four decades of arm y rule 
failed to gain p a rlia m e n ta ry 
seats. 
With less than half the ballots 
in Sunday’s election counted 
the pattern of voting appeared 
to follow predictions that 
coalition of three or m ore of the 
eight m ajor parties would be 
necessary to form a govern­ 
ment. 
Only an estim ated 35 per cent 
of the eligible voters turned out 
to elect the 269 m em bers of the 
lower 
house 
of 
parliam ent, 
according to unofficial figures. 
Voting was conducted under a 
constitution drafted after stu­ 
dent-led riots led to the collapse 
of the m ilitary dictatorship in 
1973. 
The Dem ocrats, traditional 
foe of m ilitary rule, swept most 
of Bangkok’s seats and also did 
well 
in 
southern 
Thailand, 
making 
participation 
in 
a 
coalition likely. 
Two leaders associated with 
the 
deposed 
government 
of 
Field M arshal Thanom Kittika- 
chorn —Social Justice party 
leader Tavich Klinpratoom and 
National 
party 
chief 
Siri 
Siriyothin 
—failed 
to 
win 
parliam entary seats. 
The 
two 
men 
had 
been 
considered likely candidates for 
prim e minister. Their parties 
appeared to gain sizable votes 
despite the losses of the two 
leaders. 
Tavich said in a predawn 
news conference he is still his 
party’s leader and would play a 


key role in choosing a possible 
coalition governm ent. 
Kukrit Pram oj, form er speak­ 
er 
of 
the 
interim 
national 
assem bly formed after Tha­ 
nom ’s ouster, won a Bangkok 
seat by a close m argin, but the 
party he formed to contest the 
election did poorly in early 
returns. 
Officials said one person was 
killed and one wounded by 
gunfire in election violence, but 


voting turmoil was much less 
than expected. 


An angry crowd also

stroyed a polling booth in the

Farmers Respond To 


Production Needs: Butz 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Grain 
fa rm e rs 
a re 
‘‘responding 
b e a u tifu lly ” to the need for 
increased production this year, 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz said today. 
Butz said the bigger crops 
which 
now 
appear 
possible 
would pave the way for a 
reversal of the drop in chicken 
production which followed an 
unexpectedly small 1974 feed 
grain harvest. 
‘‘If 
we 
can 
achieve 
full 
production of feed grains and 
protein grains in 1975 as now 
appears likely, we can move 
toward a more realistic rela­ 
tionship between feed costs and 
broiler prices,” Butz said in a 
speech prepared for the South­ 
eastern Poultry Association. 
“We will resum e our long­ 
time m arch toward increased 
per capita consumption of high 
quality anim al protein foods for 
our growing population," he 
said. 
Butz also said government 
surveys show 1975 winter wheat 
acreage is up 6 per cent from 
1974 
and 
that 
prelim inary 
indications 
show 
feed 
grain 
production should rise. 


Butz, who is 
expected 
to 
oppose congressional dem ands 
for higher government support 
prices for grains this year, said 
the increased 
1975 plantings 
cam e in response to “signals” 
provided by strong 1974 m arket 
prices for grains. 
“These are stronger signals 
than any government bureau­ 
crat can produce,” he said. 
The 
agriculture 
secretary 
also 
disputed 
claim s 
that 
American 
consumer demand 
for m eat and other livestock 
foods is near the saturation 
point. 
He said the United States has 
not yet reached the ceiling of 
its ability to produce expanding 
supplies of grain and livestock 
products at "reasonable” pri­ 
ces.

Oil Imports Down From 
’74, Oil Prices Increase

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ex­ 
pensive foreign oil pushed the 
U.S. balance of trade $3,065 
billion into deficit in 1974, the 
second worst year on record 
this century, the Commerce 
Department said today. 
Commerce said the United 
States imported less oil in 1974, 
but the cost soared from $7.8 
billion in 1973 to $24.6 billion in 
1974. 
Without the $16.8 billion surge 
in oil prices, the United States 
would have enjoyed one of its 
largest 
trade 
surpluses 
in 
history. Oil imports for 1974 
were 2.228 billion barrels, down 
from 2.307 billion in 1973. 
Overall, the United States 
imported $101 billion in 1974, a 
45 per cent increase over 1973 
imports of $69.5 billion. Exports 
for 1974 were valued at $97.9 
billion, up 38 per cent from the 
1973 total of $70.8 billion. 


The balance of trade for 
December was $606 million in 
deficit, 
largely 
because 
of 
declining export values of coal, 
\vheat, 
soybeans, 
electrical 
computers and power generat­ 
ing machinery. 
The trade deficit of $3,065 
billion in 1974 was the second 
largest on record this century, 
Commerce said. The previous 
worse trade showing was a $6.4 
billion deficit in 1972. 
The 1974 deficit was the third 
in four years. 
Trade deficits in 1971 and 
1972 led to dollar devaluations, 
which spurred domestic infla­ 
tion and m ade many goods 
such as food more expensive 
for Americans. 
The devalued dollar, how­ 
ever, turned the trade deficit 
into surplus 
in 
1973 
which 
ordinarily would indicate good 
times for Americans in 1974. 
But the unexpected and un 


precedented surge in petroleum 
prices wiped out the gains 
m ade 
through 
the 
dollar 
devaluations. 
Commerce said the merchan­ 
dise trade deficit in the fourth 
quarter of 1974 was estimated 
at $1.5 billion, down sharply 
from the record $2.6 billion in 
the third quarter. 
Although trade was still in 
the red in the fourth quarter, 
Commerce said higher prices 
for U.S farm products helped to 
narrow the deficit from the 
previous quarter. 
Another 
reason 
for 
the 
improving trade picture in the 
fourth quarter was a 50 per 
cent increase in the value of 
civilian aircraft sold abroad. 
The narrowing trade deficit in 
the fourth quarter of 1974 is an 
indication 
that 
international 
trade 
deficits 
may 
decline 
considerably in 1975.

Denver Hard Hit With Jobless 


DENVER (UPI) — Pastors 
at Denver-area churches said 
Saturday 
they 
were 
being 
swamped with appeals for help 
from poor persons and ex­ 
executives unable to find jobs, 
pay their rent or utility bills 
because of the sagging econo­ 
my. 
“We are seeing more and 
more people come in, asking 
for food and work," said the 
Rev. Harold Malmborg, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church. 
“Most are from lower-income 
groups." 
He said his church arranged 
with a nearby grocery store to 
give emergency food baskets to 
the people but “it’s just a stop 
gap assistance.’’ He said his 
church paid the grocer for the 
food. 
Pastor Charles Perdahl of 
Our Savior’s Lutheran Church 
and the Rev. C.B. Woodrich of 
the Holy Ghost Roman Catholic 
Church both said the people 
knocking on their doors includ­ 
ed former executives. 
“Most are college grads," 
said Berdahl. “They have come 
to Colorado hoping to make a 
new start but can’t find jobs 
He said his church handed out 
canned goods when possible. 
Father Woodrich, also editor 
of the Catholic Register in 
Denver, 
said a 
number 
of 
persons seeking help from him 
were from out-of-state. He said 
they had heard that Colorado's 
rate 
of 
unemployment 
was 
lower than the national avera 
ge. 


“Many 
of 
those 
coming 
during 
the 
day 
are 
well 
dressed," he said. “Some of the 
men tell me, ‘I’ve always been 
employed. I never thought it 
would get to this point.’ We’re 
getting the gray-flannel suit 
type." 


The 
Rev. 
Donald 
Dunn, 
director of the Denver Catholic 
Community Services, said his 
agency 
was 
swamped 
with 
requests for help. 
“We give about 
$1,500 a 


month in direct aid to persons 
for food, shelter, clothing, and 
help with back rent or utility 
payments,” 
he 
said. 
“The 
needs are so immense we are 
barely able to keep up." 
State officials have estimated 
Colorado’s rate of unemploy­ 
ment at 4.2 per cent and say 
the number of jobless persons 
from out-of-state seeking bene­ 
fits in the form of cash and 
welfare stamps has risen.

The single-family home —the 
kind of housing still wanted by 
most Americans —will remain 
econom ically possible only 
through change, a new ap­ 
proach to planning and design. 
Today’s 
popular rambling, 
one-story, two-and-a-half bath, 
ranch or split level, on its 
quarter-acre or larger plot, is 
fast becoming a relic of an 
affluent and abundant past, 
victim of inflation and ecologi 
cal considerations. 
Style reminiscent of the early 
New 
England 
colonies 
and 
space-age technology will be 
combined 
to 
develop 
high 
quality, livable homes. They’ll 
be smaller but will be flexibly 
planned to keep pace with a 
growing family’s needs for a 
variety of spatial options. 
Land will have to be used 
more efficiently and, to this 
end, zoning ordinances will be* 
rewritten in favor of higher 
population densities and shared 
land-planning concepts, such as 
zero lot-line and cluster zoning. 
Guy Mabry, vice president 
and general manager of the 
Home Building Products Divi 
sion of Owens-Corning Fiber- 
glas Corp. and chairman of the 
National Housing Center Coun­ 
cil, speaking of the home of the 
future sees “a different kind of 
single-family home —smaller to 
compensate for inflated build­ 
ing costs and more efficient to 
cope with increasing material 
and energy shortages.” 
Tomorrow’s 
single 
homes, 
Mabry said, “will be smaller, 
with fewer and smaller bath­ 
rooms, and a lot less frills. 
They are likely to be two or 
more stories high in an effort to 
reduce roof exposures which 
account for a sizable percent­ 
age of a home’s heat loss.” 
“Land 
shortages, 
coupled 
with the costs of providing the 
typically zoned, single-family 
suburban 
neighborhood 
with 
municipal services, will compel 
developers and communities to 
place 
more 
homes 
closer 
together on less land, leaving 
open spaces to be shared by 
everyone.” 
Changing 
lifestyles, 
too, 
Mabry 
said, 
will 
have 
an 
impact on single-home design. 
Tomorrow’s homes are likely to 
be expandable and require less 
maintenance in response to the 
higher 
incomes 
and 
busy 
schedules of two-income fami­ 
lies. 
At the sam e time, Mabry 
feels, the increasing importance 
of leisure, 
and 
what 
some 
sociologists refer to as the 
"pursuit of privacy,” will result 
in less emphasis on formal 
living and dining room enter­ 
tainment 
areas, 
and 
more 
emphasis on multi-use family 
rooms and highly specialized 
hobby and recreation areas. 
Other significant home design 
shifts, Mabry said, will 
be 
aimed specifically at maximiz­ 
ing 
the 
home’s 
operating 
efficiency. 
"With heating costs expected 
to at least double over the next 
IO years, homeowners will no 
longer tolerate inefficiency,” he 
said. 
To reduce heating costs, he 
suggested, lower ceilings will 
replace open rafters in new 


homes. Ceilings in bedrooms 
and upstairs areas may be 
dropped to seven feet six inches 
or less. Cathedral ceilings will 
become obsolete because they 
create unused space that has to 
be heated. 
Tomorrow’s homes will be 
better insulated, Mabry said. 
Many will be built with two by 
six 
studs 
to 
provide 
more 
insulation area, and insulation 
standards will be increased to 
save energy and lower fuel 
costs. 
He expects windows, a major 
source of heat loss, will become 
smaller and have double or 
even triple glazing. Multiple 
thermostats will provide addi­ 
tional 
zones 
for 
controlling 
heating and cooling systems. 
Heat pumps, which warm a 
home by using the heat that’s 
in the outdoor air even during 
the coldest winter day, will be 
used more widely because of 
their greater efficiency. 
While the survival of the 
single-family home always will 
depend on the nation’s mone 
tary policies 
and 
consumer 
borrowing power, Mabry obser 
ved, “today more than ever 
before the future of the single 
family home also depends on 
how effectively home builders 
and designers respond to the 
performance concepts of econo­ 
my and efficiency. 
“Prosperity in the housing 
industry is no longer merely a 
matter of supply keeping pace 
with demand, or the quantity of 
homes being produced. 
“What’s important,” Mabry 
said, “is the kind of homes 
being produced 
—and 
the 
extent to which those homes 
accommodate the demands of 
social and environmental chan 
ge.”
